USREASONASLE PROFIT. 

A new Government Bill to 
amend and extend tha Profitear- 
ing Acts of 1919 was issued rec2n$- 
ly. [t extends the original Acts 
voli! May 1921. and there is a 
section which deals with the 
problem of “unreasonable profit.” 
These «as no definiting in the 
original Act, but the naw measure 
seeks to do this in a clause which 
gays that the profit shall oot be 
unreasunable “if the rate of net 
profit obtained does not exceed 
the rate of net profit obtained on 
the sale of similar articles under 
pre-war, conditions,” the seller 
having been inthe same way of 
business before the war. If the 
seller waa not in the same way of 
business befoze.the.w. rf 
is tobe “she average rate obtained 
by sellers in that way in the same 
locality on similar articles.
